longitudinal no/wageway n assage with a first opening at its front end, and a second 
opening in said nassa ge wav p assage for entry of compressed gas into said 
passageway; p assage: a means for supplying compressed gas from a source 
thereof to said second opening; 

a gun handle connected to said receiver; 
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a barrel through which said pellets or balls are fed connected to said front end of said 
breech; 

a boJt-ef-ether means for moving the ball or pellet from the breech into the barrel^ the 

operation of said bolt jmeans actuated by the trigger mechanism, the valve 

mechanism or other mechanical, pneumatic or electronic mechanism which can 

be actuated by the operation of the trigger;
